On behalf of 
the 50,000 farmers whom they rep¬ 
resent, they wish to express most 
serious concern over the provisions 
of Section 135 which they feel is a 
real attempt to deny the right of 
association on which co-operatives 
are organized. They sincerely re¬ 
quest you and your colleagues to 
consider some amendments to re¬ 
move the provisions discriminatory 
to the co-operative method of bu¬ 
siness.”

But my wife wasn’t finished. 
“Why didn’t you stay in the air 
force?” I gave her some lofty re¬ 
ply about being my own man, and 
not wanting to wallow around in 
peace-time on the taxpayer’s 
money. I didn’t mention that the 
air force wouldn’t have had me if 
World War III had broken out 
twenty minutes after World War II 
ended. 

Then, in the gloomy silence that 
followed, I started thinking back. 
When I joined up, we got $1.30 a 
day, or $40 a month. I sent home 
$20 a month to my mother. We got 
paid every two weeks, so I had a 
handsome $10 to bjow. I’ll never 
forget the time I lost my $10 bill 
about twenty minutes after pay 
parade. It was at Manning Pool in 
Toronto, with about 10,000 airmen 
on hand. The next couple of weeks 
were slim pickings. But I made it, 
by borrowing. That’s when I start¬ 
ed borrowing, and I’ve never 
caught up since. 

But it wasn’t so bad, really. Beer 
was 10c a draft and a dollar went 
a long way. I didn’t smoke. Girls 
didn’t expect you to take them out 
for drinks, dinner and the theatre. 
They just expected you to take 
them out. 

Hotel rooms were no problem. On 
weekend leave, one of us would 
check into the old King Eddie in 
Toronto, and take a single room. 
Price was $3.00, with 10 per cent 
off for servicemen. Then about five 
more would sneak up and six of us 
would share a single room, sleep¬ 
ing three on the bed, crossways, 
the others on the floor. Average 
cost, 45c each. We didn’t need 
much sleep anyway. 

Wages went up with each in¬ 
crease in rank. As I recall it, when

Why Do I Need a Dishwasher? 

Probably the most encouraging feature cf an automatic dishwasher 
is that it saves precious time. Besides doing :he work far you dishes 
are cleaner than you can possibly achieve by hand. A combination of 
extra hot water and powerful detergent gives these hygenic results.' 
Should I Choose a Portable, Built-In or Convertible? 

That depends on your living situation. If you’re in an apartment or 
remed dwelling a portable is ideal. Choose a built-in as a permanent 
installation.

Se the C ° nvertible ’ which is a P° rtable now and can be a built-in 
How Hot Must the Water Be? 

^.^ ax, ™ u "\ ffteiency, the water temperature for automatic dish- 
washmg should be 140 degrees - ieo degrees Fahrenheit. It can be 
checked with a meat or candy thermometer at the kitchen sink. 

How Much Hot Water Does a Dishwasher Use? 

The machine does not “fill up.” It efficiently uses approximately two 
pllons for each wash and rinse. Therefore, one load will require 
between 6 and 15 gallons, depending on the type of cycle used. 

Must I Pre-Rinse? 

It is definitely not necessary to pre-rinse dishes before putting them 
in the dishwasher. Simply scrape off food particles as you would for 
regular dishwashing. 

What About Using the Dishwasher for Good China? 

Fine chined is probably much safer from breakage in the dishwasher 
than it is when washed by hand. Most china is glazed which protects 
" a ‘ lnlsa and makes it safe for dishwasher use. However, it is a 
good idea to check this with the china manufacturer. Hand-painted 
china is usually not dishwasher proof. 

Must I Use a Special Detergent? 

It is very important that detergent specifically designated for auto¬ 
matic dishwasher is used. It is formulated for this purpose only. The 
brand and amount will depend upon individual water conditions. Hard 
water requires more detergent than soft water. 

What Does a Rinse Agent Do? 

A rinse agent helps to eliminate spotting and filming by sheeting the 
water off completely. It is particularly uselul in hard water areas. An 
automatic rinse agent dispenser is an available feature on many dish¬ 
washers.
